1) and 2) DHCD oversees prevention efforts within the CoC as well as many
statewide efforts including TPP in the courts. DHCD works with other systems
of care, including Veterans and Elders services and our statewide family shelter
(EA), to analyze data identifying the factors that lead households to
homelessness. This information is used to target and identify eligibility for
statewide prevention services including State programs RAFT, HCEC, and
HomeBASE diversion. Diversion and prevention services in the CoC include
assessment, housing search, mediation, financial assistance, support services,
and discharge planning. The CoC’s prevention providers actively participate in
the CoC'’s planning group and advisory board. ESG RRH and prevention, are
being incorporated into CE.

3) The Department of Housing and Community Development is responsible for
overseeing the CoC’s strategy to reduce the number of individuals and families
experiencing homelessness for the first time.

1) and 2) The Collaborative Applicant, DHCD, is the sole funder of emergency
shelter (ES) for families and the primary funder of ES for individuals in the state.
DHCD is engaged in significant systems change in the way it provides ES.
DHCD has re-procurred the entire family shelter system and in doing so,
reframed the system from one that frequently pathologizes families and fosters
their floundering in ES to a system that focuses on housing first. It is our hope
that these changes will begin to reduce the length of time households with
children remain homeless from its current average of 313 days. DHCD is
developing a similar procurement for the ES system that serves households
without children. To that end, it has folded the oversight of the ES system for
individuals into the same unit that manages the Balance of State CoC. The
intention here too, is to reframe the work in ES toward housing first. DHCD and
the CoC have developed substantial RRH resources, both HUD and state
funded that helps to reduce the length of time homeless. This includes new
flexible state RRH resources and a realignment of ESG RRH resources that are
awarded directly to ES that can be used to resolve a wide array of barriers to
households ending their homelessness. DHCD, in collaboration with the Boston
Housing Authority, has created the Leading the Way Home project which is
issuing state permanent housing vouchers to Boston households with children
who have been in the ES system the longest. Some Boston family households
are sheltered in Balance of State Communities. Separately, the CoC has
developed a partnership with non CoC funded housing that, accepts only
eligible persons from the Coordinated Entry registry who have been homeless
the longest. While this is not the manner in which our CE system typically
operates, it addresses the length of time homeless for some persons. DHCD
has entered into new contracts for the Emergency Assistance (EA) family
shelter system, which explicitly focused on reducing length of stay. DHCD uses
creative funding combinations to rapidly rehouse families experiencing
homelessness, including converting the HomeBASE program into a two-year,
$20,000 benefit.

3) The CoC Coordinated Entry Specialist at DHCD is responsible for overseeing
these strategies.

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1) DHCD, as the collaborative applicant, and the Federal Grants Unit within it
have developed and are responsible for overseeing strategies to increase the
rate at which households in shelter, safe havens, and transitional housing exit to
permanent housing. Primarily, we have added significant RRH resources to our
portfolio through State funded resources and the addition of a new CoC funded
project during the last NOFA cycle. We have requested funding in this cycle for
two additional RRH projects (one specifically for persons experiencing domestic
violence) that we think will further expedite households’ moves from
homelessness into housing. In addition, we are providing training and support of
programmatic staff across the CoC, as well as being focused on data quality.

2) DHCD, as the collaborative applicant, and the Federal Grants Unit within it,
have developed and are responsible for overseeing strategies to increase the
rate at which households retain their permanent housing. We have focused on
realigning the ESG resources available to us to be able to provide prevention
resources when necessary. We have also conducted trainings for programmatic
staff in trauma informed-care and motivational interviewing.

1) The CoC is engaged in an initial analysis of households that have returned to
homelessness. By reviewing HMIS and Coordinated Entry system data, on
households whose initial placement from housing was unsuccessful, as well as
an analysis on the efficacy of the CoC funded projects within the continuum, we
hope to better understand any underlying similarities or structural issues that
might offer predicative capacity, or suggest better strategies with specific
households with similar underlying issues.

2) We have focused on realigning the ESG resources available to us to be able
to provide prevention resources when necessary. We have also conducted
trainings for programmatic staff in trauma informed care, motivational
interviewing. Finally, we have organized our Coordinated Entry processes to a)
make better matches for placement the first time and b) be able to
accommodate moves from one project or site to another

when a move will prevent a return to homelessness. 3) DHCD, as the
collaborative applicant, and the Federal Grants Unit within it, have developed
and are responsible for overseeing strategies to increase the rate at which
households retain their permanent housing.

1) All CoC programs assess each project participant for any income, including
employment income they currently receive as the first step in each household’s
service plan. While most project participants are substantially disabled and
unable to work at the time of project enroliment, some stabilize over time and
are able to take on work. Each project’'s case management staff work with all
participants to regularly review their ability to work and to overcome their
anxiety about a potential loss of benefits if they return to work. 2) DHCD’s two
contract management staff carry direct responsibility for overseeing the CoC’s
strategy to increase income from employment and can provide TA during
monitoring for projects that are underperforming in this measure. 3) The
Balance of State CoC Supervisor is responsible for oversight of these
responsibilities. It should be noted that despite the efforts described above, the
continuum’s ongoing processes to ensure the most vulnerable are prioritized for
the CoC'’s projects works against our ability to obtain dramatic increases in
employment

income. Since the vast majority of our project participants are quite disabled,
substantive employment can be difficult.

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1) and 2) All CoC programs assess each project participant for the benefits
they currently receive as the first step in each household’s service plan.
Potential new sources are identified, and case managers aid participants in
accessing other income, including assisting with applications, scheduling,
transportation to appointments, and collecting documentation. DHCD, who is
responsible for overseeing these outcomes, provides access to SOAR trained
persons to aid projects without one, and provide TA during monitoring for
projects that are underperforming in this measure. The CoC also works very
closely with the SAMHSA funded Path teams who are both embedded in area
shelters and conducting street outreach. PATH workers strive to connect the
people they come into contact with both in shelters and in place not meant for
human habitation to a variety of mainstream resources for which they may be
eligible. Some of those resources are cash benefits including food stamps,
unemployment and general welfare. DHCD also participates in the
Commonwealth-wide Learn to Earn (LTE) initiative, designed to address cliff
effects in state-funded or administered programs. 3) DHCD’s BoS CoC

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The CoC uses several strategies to solicit new members in an open and
transparent way. 1) The CoC holds monthly meetings referred to as Planning
Group meetings, for organizations, interested parties, and homeless or formerly
homeless individuals from across the CoC geography. During these meetings
we regularly encourage attendees to invite others who might wish to become
members. These meetings are advertised in advance via an extensive e-mail
list in which we also encourage others to invite others interested in addressing
homelessness including homeless and formerly homeless persons, and through
a description on the CoC page at
https://www.mass.gov/servicedetails/continuum-of-care-programs-coc. 2) CoC
meetings are conducted virtually using platforms that allow for text
communication as well as video, they are also accessible via telephone without
the need for an internet connection. The CoC can be contacted via TYY. 3) The
CoC embarked on a robust outreach effort in the past year to ensure
participation of PLEE in all aspects of the CoC. This culminated in having two
PLEE on our Advisory Board including one who is a YYA, and a standing PLEE
Committee with real policy-making and advising power. 4) The Racial Equity
Committee includes representatives of organizations serving culturally specific
communities experiencing homelessness to address equity, and a priority task
they are working on now is to increase participation of other organizations who
also serve these communities. Our hope is that we will make more authentic
progress toward addressing racial inequities by inviting these partners into our
homeless work. We are confident there has been some success as one of our
subrecipients in our newest DV project, New Dawn, focuses its outreach on
those of middle eastern heritage.

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1) The CoC uses several strategies to solicit opinions from many organizations.
Decisions about CoC policy and procedures are developed in committee
meetings which are advertised using a mailing list of more than 70 nonprofit,
municipal, housing authority and state government partner agencies (well in
excess of 150 persons, including PWLE). Annually, we undertake outreach to a
wide range of interested persons, i.e. mailings to every state funded Community
Veteran Services Officer and municipal library in the CoC reminding them of
what the CoC is, the work it does, and inviting them to call, email or attend
meetings with questions or feedback. We have embarked upon a concerted
effort to understand and address YYA homelessness and have engaged YYA
from the YAB to participate in the governmental structure of the CoC, and in the
HUD CE Equity Initiative to better utilize coordinated entry to quickly house and
serve those in our region. 2) In Planning meetings which include the full
membership of the CoC, we consistently invite members to invite other
organizations and PWLE to participate in the CoC at the level they are most
comfortable - in committees, in meetings, and/or providing input regarding need
in their area of the CoC geography. This has been particularly beneficial in two
of our communities, Lowell and Lawrence, and our experiences have inspired
our approach with other cities and towns in the CoC. 3) The information gleaned
in Planning meetings which are open to the public, contribute to every aspect of
CoC operations including policies and procedures, identifying gaps, and during
the pandemic, identifying areas most at risk or least served. In addition, CoC
members attend meetings hosted by the MA CoC organization which includes
all CoCs in the Commonwealth. These meetings offer trainings on different
strategies for addressing homelessness, best practice sharing between CoCs,
and working groups such as the Racial Equity Working Group led by the MA-
516 Supervisor.

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1) The Collaborative Applicant (CA) uses the monthly Planning meetings,
extensive email list, CoC membership, and CoC newsletter to inform those in
the CoC geography when the HUD NOFO or other funding opportunities, are
issued, any priorities identified in the previous year which new projects could
address and providing a working calendar with deadlines for all aspects of the
NOFO. In Committee meetings we also discuss other organizations that may
not currently be participating and how we can better engage them. We make it
clear that we will assist new participants in understanding HUD regulations and
requirements and how they can provide data in our HMIS, participate in CE,
enter APR data in Sage, and work in esnaps. Invitations for new applicants is
also stated on the request for concept papers. As a result of these efforts, we
have three new participants in the CoC, and hope to have more after this NOFO
is reviewed. 2) These communications also include the process for submission
in esnaps along with the assurance that assistance will be provided if needed to
anyone. 3) A call for concept papers was made during the Planning meeting
and followed by a form sent to everyone in the email list that specifically
outlined the process for new projects, and included specific questions tied to
scalable new projects.

As a designated Community Support Program for Chronically Homelessness Individuals (CSP-CHI)
provider in the Balance of State Continuum of Care (BoS CoC), Eliot provides housing navigation and
tenancy sustaining services for individuals experiencing chronic homelessness across the BoS CoC
geography. In 2021, we served 46 people and anticipate serving more than 100 in 2022. Through this
first-in-the-nation model developed in a partnership between the Massachusetts Housing and Shelter
Alliance (MHSA) and the Massachusetts Behavioral Health Partnership, (MBHP) homeless individuals
have access to Medicaid-reimbursed supportive services in permanent housing. CSP-CHI has been
recognized nationally as a model for supporting permanent supportive housing with Medicaid dollars.

Plan for Serving Individuals and Families Experiencing Homelessness with Severe Service Needs	



Introduction –

In response to the Continuum of Care Supplemental to Address Unsheltered and Rural Homelessness, FR-6500-N-25S, the MA Balance of State Continuum of Care, MA-516, (BoS CoC) created this living plan which will continue to be updated and revised as we work to implement it. 

The BoS CoC had a special meeting on July 27, 2022 to review the Supplemental NOFO, and to create the Working Group that would develop the plan with input from community partners. A working group comprised of CoC members, PLEE, Advisory Board members, and Collaborative Applicant staff then began meeting weekly to develop this plan. Those meetings included mapping exercises to identify existing and potential housing and health care partners as well as CoC gaps and unmet needs. The working group reviewed the current level of PLEE engagement and discussed ways to increase it, and the level of work that has been undertaken by the CE Equity Initiative Core Team and its subsequent collaboration with the standing CE and Racial Equity Committees.

 

These activities have all contributed to this plan which was approved by our PLEE Committee on October 05, 2022; and culminated in a CoC-wide outreach effort to gain commitment letters from housing and healthcare partners who are actively assisting existing projects (both CoC-funded and those that aren’t), and have committed to increasing their level of collaboration should the BoS CoC submission for funding be awarded.



Component 1 - Leveraging Housing Resources  

DHCD and individual members of the BoS CoC have made significant progress toward effectively leveraging housing resources through partnerships with private developers and landlords, utilizing federal and state resources, and through implementation of legislation created with the Commonwealth’s most vulnerable in mind. We have detailed several of these below.



A. Development of New Units and Creation of Housing Opportunities  

Division of Housing and Stabilization – Using a new state appropriation, this division within DHCD recently conducted a statewide procurement for Permanent Supportive Housing for very vulnerable homeless persons. As a result of that procurement, several projects have been funded within the Balance of State, totaling 94 units. All projects have received their initial funding and are at various stages of lease-up. All projects will be fully leased up and operational no later than April 1, 2023.

Emergency Assistance (EA) Program - As a right to shelter state for families since 1983, Massachusetts is required to provide temporary emergency shelter to eligible homeless families with children and pregnant women every night. To implement this, DHCD operates an Emergency Assistance (EA) program that provides immediate access to emergency shelter and help finding permanent housing in 18 field offices across the Commonwealth, 4 of which are in the BoS CoC. In the past year, EA has housed 2,508 people in 916 units within the CoC and leased 31 new units of housing through the use of EHV. Because of this resource, it is uncommon for families with severe service needs to reside in places not meant for human habitation, although scarcity of housing does mean they may be in shelter for extended timeframes. 



Families assisted through EA can access a number of state-funded resources including Rental Assistance for Families in Transition (RAFT), which provides up to $10,000 per household, within a 12-month period to help preserve current housing or move to new housing. It can cover utilities, moving costs, and overdue rent, as well as future rent in limited situations. HomeBASE  can provide homeless families with up to $20,000 funding for housing costs including first and last month’s rent and security deposits, furniture, monthly stipends (up to 24 months), utilities, and travel costs, among other expenses that would prevent a family from accessing housing. Families in non-EA domestic violence shelters and residential use treatment programs may also be eligible to access HomeBASE. DHCD expanded HomeBASE from $10k/12 months to $20/24 months in SFY23 to increase utilization of this rapid rehousing benefit and divert more families away from shelter.



CTI PH-PSH - Community Teamwork, Inc. (CTI) a community action agency in Lowell, worked with the City of Lowell and a HUD consultant to create a PH-PSH project that uses 53 Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) vouchers to house chronically homeless individuals from area emergency shelters. This project uses CoC funding for supportive services, and those who do not qualify for the Mainstream Vouchers can apply for rental assistance.  



MBTA Communities Zoning - DHCD has actively engaged city and Commonwealth governmental leaders to address zoning, land use, and reducing regulatory barriers. These actions have taken place across the state, but many have also occurred within the BoS geography. Among these is the Multi-family Zoning Requirement for MBTA (Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority) Communities which affects 175 communities in the Commonwealth; 110 of which are in the BoS. This legislation requires that an MBTA community (one that has commuter rail, rapid transit, or is adjacent to a community with these public transportations sources) shall have at least one zoning district of reasonable size in which multi-family housing is permitted "as of right" meaning that the construction and occupancy of multi-family housing is allowed in that district without the need for a special permit, variance, zoning amendment, waiver, or other discretionary approval. This legislation requires that the district has a minimum gross density of 15 units per acre, is located not more than 0.5 miles from a commuter rail station, subway station, ferry terminal or bus station, if applicable, and has no age restrictions and is suitable for families with children.



By removing zoning barriers, housing near transit centers, services, and other community amenities creates a level of affordable housing that is greatly needed in the Commonwealth and the BoS CoC, which likewise reduces the risk of unsheltered homelessness for area families. 



PHA Engagement – As the PHA for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, DHCD provides a number of resources to homeless households in the BoS geography who qualify under definitions 1 and 4. New admissions in 2022 included 112 EHV-HCV, 17 Mainstream HCV, and 2 HCVP MTW.



Based on the total Housing Stability Vouchers available, DHCD anticipates receiving 50 and has committed to partnering with the BoS CoC on a prioritization plan for the allocation of Stability Vouchers which may include a preference of issuance through the CoC’s Coordinated Entry process. A letter of commitment for this collaboration, as well as that of five other PHAs within the BoS CoC, are included in the attachments for the CoC Application.  



 Gloucester Housing Authority (GHA) developed the innovative Housing First Initiative – Transitional Housing Program (HFI). HFI is funded by DHCD and is an approach to end homelessness that centers on providing families with housing and then provides services as needed. Under HFI, the GHA pledges 12 units in its State and Federal Family Public Housing to families referred from state-funded emergency shelters. DHCD provides a grant to the GHA to fund a full-time Case Manager for the program, who provides ongoing support and stabilization resources for program families. Referrals are made through a closed referral process and are monitored by the State. There were 18 families in case management in 2021, and 8 families left HFI for permanent housing during the year. 



B. Landlord Recruitment 

DHCD has successfully implemented an EHV program that includes robust efforts related to landlord incentives. This program became effective July 01, 2022 and is designed to encourage landlords to participate in the EHV program by mitigating perceived landlord risk. These funds allow DHCD to create, build and maintain a network of landlord relationships while keeping voucher holders as tenants. The Landlord Incentive Program offers three distinct financial incentives that landlords can utilize: an HQS repair fund, lost rent fund, and a damages fund.



Across the CoC, other examples include the Somerville Homeless Coalition (SHC) which has developed a landlord incentive program to encourage landlords to provide a unit to tenants they might not otherwise rent to. These range from $2,000 to as much as $3,750 depending upon the size of the unit and whether a realtor was involved.  



In Lawrence, the Greater Lawrence Community Action Council (GLCAC) created a master list of landlords they have worked with in the past for RAFT and CoC. They now nurture these relationships through emails, one-on-one outreach including in-person and virtual meetings.  



The BoS CoC is undertaking a Landlord Engagement Initiative specifically to do the following.

· Have conversations with both small and large landlords specifically in relation to risk minimization such as damage repair

· Provide more landlord education by proactively reaching out to them to explain the various CoC and non-CoC programming that could benefit them as well as fair housing requirements 

· Engaging directly with landlords to negotiate below FMR rent

· Ensure landlords know they have a specific contact person at any agency with whom they are contracting

· Help landlords navigate the new CE system which will offer them more tenants with the support of a variety of funding sources

· Update marketing information on the CoC webpage and CoC member websites

· Offer a landlord engagement fair for small and large landlords where all of these strategies can begin to be put in place



How the BoS CoC will build on the accomplishments in Component 1 – 

The Priority Listing for this NOFO includes three projects that will create 103 units of housing per year along with healthcare and supportive services. Two are designed for unsheltered individuals with severe service needs and one is for individuals and families who qualify under Definition 4. 

The projects in the Priority Listing also include three with landlord engagement components.



In addition, the CoC requested $1,410,530 in Tier 1 of our annual NOFO response to create 45 units of RRH for unsheltered individuals with complex needs.



Component 2 – Leveraging Healthcare Resources 

CSPECH - Within the BoS CoC, a number of partnerships exist to facilitate healthcare for individuals and families experiencing homelessness with severe service needs. Among these is the Community Support Program for People Experiencing Chronic Homelessness (CSPECH). This resource funds tenant-based services for individuals experiencing chronic homelessness. Through this first-in-the-nation model developed in a partnership between the Massachusetts Housing and Shelter Alliance (MHSA) and the Massachusetts Behavioral Health Partnership, (MBHP) homeless individuals have access to Medicaid-reimbursed supportive services in permanent housing. CSPECH has been recognized nationally as a model for supporting permanent supportive housing with Medicaid dollars.



Eliot Community Human Services, (Eliot) has been operating CSPECH programming in the Commonwealth for the past eleven years. As DHCD and other homeless-serving organizations across Massachusetts moved to a Housing First strategy, it became apparent that support services for homeless individuals exiting shelter was a critical need. MBHP, a behavioral health managed care organization working under contract with MassHealth, created the CSPECH Program and partnered with a number of licensed behavioral/medical health entities providing services to their homeless patients. Eliot’s list of CSPECH subcontractors has grown to now include eighteen agencies who utilize CSPECH for unsheltered homeless, or those coming from emergency shelter, to provide services after they become housed. CSPECH assisted 46 persons in the BoS CoC during 2021 and anticipates serving more than 100 in 2022.  



PATH -Eliot also provides Federal- and State-funded Project for Assistance in Transition from Homelessness (PATH) services which provide person-centered and trauma-informed support services to individuals with serious mental health illnesses, as well as those with co-occurring substance use disorders, who are homeless or at risk of becoming homeless. In the past year 405 of those served through PATH in the BoS CoC qualified under HUD homeless definition 1, and they anticipate serving more than 500 in 2022.



Outreach Clinicians and Engagement Specialists connect with participants, assess, and collaboratively develop a recovery-oriented treatment plan that incorporates identified needs and preferences of the person served. Service referrals may include but are not limited to, Primary Care/Accountable Care Organizations (ACO), access to federal and/or state benefits, behavioral health, specialized therapy to address PTSD, Substance Use Disorder supports including recovery coaching, medication assisted treatment, harm/risk reduction, rehabilitation, sober living, detoxification; Department of Mental Health Services; and intensive case management.



Eliot provides CSPECH and PATH across the CoC in emergency shelters, through street outreach to encampments, and at partner organizations including youth and young adult (YYA) programs in Lowell, and programs serving individuals in Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill, and Peabody among others. 

The Somerville Homeless Coalition (SHC) partners with the Department of Public Health (DPH), for Bureau of Substance Abuse Services (BSAS) specifically for YYA. This funding allows SHC to pay more for staff and increase the number of young people served and will be expanding this program to serve families as of October 1, 2022. Action, Inc. in Gloucester also uses this resource to serve all populations.



SHC has also used ARPA funding through the City of Somerville to embed an LCSW in the outreach team to provide services to those in encampments or other unsheltered places.  



Another CoC organization that has partnered with healthcare resources is Community Teamwork, Inc. (CTI) which implemented partnership with the Partners Health (now Mass General Brigham) Accountable Care Organization (ACO) in 2020, implementing a new Community Health Initiative focused on Housing Search and Stabilization for ACO members with identified health needs and at risk for, or currently homeless. The services provided include housing search (assessing preferences related to tenancy), application assistance, budgeting for tenancy/living expenses, understanding how to be a good tenant, and assisting with communications with the landlord regarding needed accommodations. This program also made funding available for first and last month’s rent and security deposit, utility deposits, move-in costs and transportation costs when needed. 



The success of this pilot program led to an additional partnership with the Steward ACO in 2021, which is now in place assisting those healthcare members in need of stabilization services. These programs model a method for strengthening the connection between the social service agency and the healthcare provider when serving vulnerable patients who might otherwise be discharged into, or returned to, homelessness.  



The Greater Lawrence Family Health Center (GLFHC) offers the only federally funded Health Care for the Homeless Program (HCH) in the Merrimack Valley. This program HCH serves over 1,100 patients at community-based sites across the Merrimack Valley. Their medical team provides primary healthcare directly to this patient population at shelters, drop-in centers, and soup kitchens for health issues ranging from diabetes to depression and exposure to the elements. In addition to providing primary healthcare, staff assist in securing medications, health insurance, and directing homeless patients to local resources for food, emergency shelter, permanent housing and job training. They also have a mobile center/van which goes out into the community to meet clients where they are, providing street-based care. 



GLFHC provides health care to the homeless at 12 community-based sites across the Merrimack Valley on a regularly scheduled basis. It has licensed clinical social workers on street outreach teams and based at engagement centers. Among the regularly scheduled sites are those in the table below which are funded by HRSA.

How the BoS CoC will build on the accomplishments in Component 2 -

Recognizing the need and value of healthcare partnership, the BoS CoC prioritizes projects which leverage healthcare resources. Each of the applications for funding under the Special NOFO includes specific leverage with healthcare resources, and one project is from a healthcare provider to increase their level of service to this population, particularly those who are living in encampments.



The Planning grant request also includes staffing to further build these resources and ensure they are embedded in more outreach programs, on-site in shelters and service provider agencies. 



This staff person will also enhance the efforts to leverage specific resources by working with the PLEE Committee to provide education related to the challenges experienced in accessing healthcare for those who are homeless. This can be trauma-inducing for some due to incarcerations, or other situations where they were confined. It can be difficult because patients often feel more secure and safe in encampments where they are surrounded by people they trust, and there is no stigma attached to homelessness.

 

Component 3 – CoCs Current Strategy to Identify, Shelter, and House Individuals and Families Experiencing Unsheltered Homelessness  

Across the CoC, member agencies implement various outreach and housing strategies, partnering with each other to ensure adequate coverage in each of the four CoC regions. Outreach is undertaken no less than weekly, and in many communities, it is a daily activity. These teams work to engage unsheltered persons who are hardest to reach, connecting them with needed healthcare, social services, shelter, and housing. The teams include LCSWs, medical healthcare professionals, PLEE, and individuals who speak languages other than English. The composition of these teams and the strategies they employ are successful, even if it means outreach occurs many times with an individual before they are ready to take the next step toward acquiring stable housing, these teams are patient, resourceful, and persistent.  



A. Current Outreach Strategy 

One of our primary strategies is to work with the PATH Street Outreach provider, Eliot, which covers the CoC’s entire geographic area, and is embedded with many outreach teams and at shelters across the CoC. Eliot has approximately 6 FTE in PATH staff serving 16 of the 19 adult-only shelters in the CoC, providing over 116 hours of PATH services per week. Additionally, 3 drop-in and warming centers in the BoS CoC receive 37-40 hours of PATH services weekly. Having PATH staff embedded in our emergency shelters and undertake outreach with shelter staff increases the comfort of clients who recognize them, making it easier to refer unsheltered individuals. It also provides those with severe mental illness the intensive case management they need, which makes it more likely they will be able to follow shelter rules and remain sheltered, ultimately being referred to PSH. 



Beyond the extensive work of the PATH team, the CoC has 6 well-integrated, collaborative Street Outreach projects, one newly formed Street Outreach project, and one that operates in an ad-hoc fashion in an area that does not have needed Emergency Shelter facilities. Each one enjoys engagement between street outreach teams, local police departments, various city departments, and other service providers within the community such as drop-in centers, employment centers, food pantries, and resource centers. Our street outreach teams also partner with Healthcare for the Homeless, when available, as well as other community-based health centers.  



Street Outreach teams employ Peer Support workers with lived experience as part of multi-disciplinary outreach teams. Several of our CoC’s providers are adjusting job descriptions to reflect lived experience as equitable to education, some are even putting a preference in place to hire those with lived expertise. 



Eliot CHS’s PATH Teams are an example of this. They include licensed mental health/addictions professionals, BA level outreach and engagement staff and Peer Engagement Specialists; Eliot CHS is cross training Peer Specialists with lived experience with substance use disorders as Recovery Coaches.   



Other efforts and strategies currently in place in our CoC’s Coordinated Entry Regions include the following. 



Metro Region:  

Somerville Homeless Coalition has an active Street Outreach program (mostly focused on Somerville/Arlington area) which works with other providers to visit areas where homeless people gather and encampments where they sleep. SHC anticipates opening an engagement center for street homeless individuals within six months. The Engagement Center will be a place that street outreach staff can invite homeless individuals to, to be out of the elements (cold, heat, snow, or rain), to use the internet, to use a clean restroom and showers, have a snack, receive groceries, receive mail, and to receive other services. SHC is also advocating with the City of Somerville for Portland Loos, which are self-contained public bathrooms that clean themselves. 



The Multi-Disciplinary Outreach Team (MDOT) of the Arlington Human Service Network, hold weekly regional care coordination meetings to discuss at-risk homeless individuals and families. The group consists of staff from homeless shelters and homeless outreach groups in Cambridge, Somerville, and Arlington.  After meeting, the individuals return to their respective communities and conduct outreach – locating homeless people and offering services. 



BayCove’s First Step is a street outreach project that operates outside of normal business hours in the Metro Region cities of Somerville, Arlington, Watertown, and Belmont. First Step serves unsheltered homeless men and women who are affected by substance use disorder, mental illness, and medical complications associated with life on the streets. staff travel to known spots with high concentrations of homeless individuals— including business districts, subway stations, parks, meal programs, and drop-in centers—seeking unsheltered people who may need help. The staff offers these individuals access to emergency medical and psychiatric care, meal programs, shelters, addiction treatment, resources for victims of domestic violence, and daytime drop-in and social service centers. First Step team members are also trained in overdose prevention and Naloxone administration and can administer this lifesaving treatment to individuals in crisis. First Step staff responds to calls from members of the public, business owners, hospitals, and the police when these community members encounter homeless individuals who appear to be in need of assistance. 



Community Action Programs Inter-City, Inc.,(CAPIC) in Chelsea work to address the issues faced by individuals suffering from alcohol and substance use disorders by providing access to treatment, sober living, and other resources through a weekly mobile outreach program. This program conducts enhanced, comprehensive street outreach in Chelsea to identify and refer homeless persons experiencing alcohol/opioid addiction to services.  

 

The Substance Use Disorders and Homelessness Initiative (SUDHI) program of the City of Revere, began serving the homeless population during the pandemic in addition to those with substance use disorders, and has continued to do so with four staff members, all of whom are PLEE. They include a Harm-Reduction Specialist hired with CDBG funding, the Program Director and two outreach workers as well as a volunteer doctor from MGH who provides street-based care weekly including prescription medication when needed. 



North Middlesex Region: 

CTI ReHousing workers go out with Lowell Community Opioid Outreach Program (CO-OP) team to offer rehousing services to unsheltered homeless persons living in camp sites and other places not meant for human habitation. The CO-OP is made up of first responders and clinicians that brings together public and nonprofit organizations to address the opioid crisis in the City of Lowell. The CO-OP is a partnership between Lowell Fire Department, Lowell Health Department, Lowell House Recovery and Addiction Treatment, Lowell Police Department, and Trinity EMS. The Lowell Connector is coalition of services providers in the city of Lowell; they conduct meetings to review by-name list and plan the best strategies to help those who remain homeless in the city. The CO-OP also has a Youth Outreach Specialist. 



North Shore Region: 

In Gloucester, outreach happens at local day centers and at locations where people who are unsheltered tend to congregate. An LCSW is part of the street outreach team to complete disability verifications and provide other referral resources. In Lawrence, the city’s Homelessness Initiatives Coordinator does outreach based on information from police and other City departments. 



B. Current Strategy to Provide Immediate Access to Low Barrier Shelter and Temporary Housing for Individuals and Families Experiencing Unsheltered Homelessness 



ESG and ESG-CV-funded projects throughout our CoC have utilized funds to provide immediate access to shelter in cases where a traditional emergency shelter is not the best fit, such as by obtaining interim motel stays while waiting for longer-term accommodations to be available. There are other community-based supports to provide temporary accommodations in situations where ESG funding is not a good fit or unavailable. For example, the PASS program is a 2-year RRH project funded through City of Somerville HOME funding and CPA funding. We have also increased access to survivors of domestic violence through our significant award of CoC DV Bonus Funds, which we have used to create a large RRH project for survivors.



In addition, DHCD just completed a procurement for individual emergency shelter that required low barrier projects as a minimum criterion to be considered for funding. 

 

C. Current Strategy to Provide Immediate Access to Low Barrier Permanent Housing for Individuals and Families Experiencing Unsheltered Homelessness 



Over the past three years, three struggling CoCs merged with the Balance of State CoC. This expanded our geographic footprint significantly, and we immediately saw negative impacts in our CES – much longer lengths of time between a project vacancy and an eligible client accepting a referral to that project. The reason was apparent – people were being offered slots in projects that were located far from their home community and support systems. In response, we decided to create CES Regions – there are now 4 different Coordinated Entry Regions within our CoC. Homeless people interested in our CES indicate what region they would be willing to live in and are only referred to projects located within that region. This has cut down the rate of client-rejected referrals and has also cut down on the duration of each project vacancy. As part of our CES redesign project we have also expanded client choice by allowing clients to select two CE Regions as a part of the CES Assessment process; region of choice can be updated at the request of the client at any time. 



The CoC has recently redesigned our Coordinated Entry System from one that gave entry to anyone that completed a full CE Vulnerability Assessment to one that utilizes a CE Screening Tool to automatically redirect those who are most likely and most able to self-resolve. We built a mechanism into the CE Screening Tool to automatically assign the highest possible Screening score to unsheltered CES applicants so that they are automatically referred to and enrolled in our CES; this ensures that our CES fully serve our unsheltered population. We do not yet have evidence that this strategy is successful as our engagement in the HUD Coordinated Entry Equity Initiative (during which our CES was fully redesigned) has not yet ended. However, we are fully dedicated to the success of our CES and have carefully built into the implementation a Continuous Quality Improvement process; we will seek feedback and conduct a review of our CES and its functioning at the 3-month, 6-month, and 12-month points after implementation, and have committed to continuing to do so at 6-month intervals. We will do this by seeking out qualitative data and will also utilize quantitative data from our HMIS. The new CES is fully built out in our HMIS, and CoC-wide training will begin in late October 2022. 



Component 4 – Updating the CoC’s Strategy to Identify, Shelter, and House Individuals Experiencing Unsheltered Homelessness with Data and Performance  



The Balance of State CoC currently has 7 Street Outreach projects utilizing HMIS and participating in Coordinated Entry. Through the CoC’s efforts to address unsheltered homelessness we have been made aware of two additional Street Outreach teams that we are currently working with to bring on board in HMIS. We plan to rely more heavily on our Street Outreach providers to assist with the unsheltered Point in Time Count; in years past our main source of information for the unsheltered count has been local police departments, however we are no longer confident that this methodology provides reliable data, and we believe that there are multiple large encampments that have gone uncounted. Plans are currently being formulated to ensure that all homeless households in our Continuum are counted in the 2023 Point in Time. 



Our CoC’s Collaborative Applicant is also the grantee of Massachusetts Non-Entitlement funds and we have coordinated with the ESG unit regarding the needs of our CoCs region. We have begun working more closely with Entitlement Communities within our region to communicate the data and trends that we are seeing and to strategize the best approach for ESG projects.

Eliot Community Human Services (ECHS), our state’s only PATH provider, piloted an innovative type of RRH for unsheltered households in Boston in late 2021. They have been awarded ESG funds to expand that project, called Enhanced Navigation (E-Nav) into the Balance of State. Our CoC is also requesting funds through the regular CoC NOFO and the Special Unsheltered NOFO to expand this project throughout the highest-need areas of our CoC’s geography which have the highest rates of unsheltered homelessness. In brief, the project is designed to house unsheltered individuals and connect them with lifelong sustainable multidisciplinary stabilization services including but not limited to: mobile psychiatry and medication assisted treatment, trauma focused modalities of treatment, wrap around case management, recovery coaching, and specialized services leveraged at the executive level with Accountable Care Organizations (nursing, health meal delivery, transportation, homemaking, nutritional counseling, occupational therapy, physical therapy).



With our CoC’s transition a year ago from an inadequate, closed HMIS to a new, innovative one we are starting to see the fruits of this labor as it relates to assisting unsheltered persons. First and foremost, our new HMIS is semi-closed in that deduplication happens for all client records, and a signed data sharing form is only required for some data to be visible between CHOs. Providers in our CoC have also started taking advantage of an innovative feature of our HMIS – the VESTA Card is an identification card with a barcode on it. Any of our CHOs can generate a VESTA Card for their clients, and those clients can then present the card at any other CHO participating in our HMIS. That provider can then easily and quickly check that client in for a bed-night or a service either by scanning the barcode or by entering the short ID number. VESTA Cards cut down on redundant requests for basic information. This has greatly improved data quality, and has also had the important benefit of providing unsheltered populations with more complete documentation of homelessness right in the HMIS – even without a signed release, the HMIS can produce a Certificate of Homelessness as well as documentation of Chronic Homelessness. In the coming year we plan to expand use of the VESTA Card to all of the CoC’s emergency shelters and Street Outreach projects by purchasing the necessary equipment for distribution to CHOs.

We have also redesigned our Coordinated Entry System to be entirely contained within our HMIS – this new CES will go live in the coming month and has multiple innovations that will benefit unsheltered populations, which include: 



1) A new CES screening tool which refers only the most vulnerable homeless persons in our CoC to the CES has a built-in feature that automatically refers any unsheltered person to the CES as soon as they have a Date of Engagement (e.g., unsheltered people are not required to “pass” the screening; by virtue of being unsheltered they are automatically considered to be among the most vulnerable); 

2) A Coordinated Entry Vulnerability Assessment form that can be completed in stages so interruptions to the CE interview process does not result in lost work; 

3) The HMIS has document storage available to save copies of birth certificates, bank statements, SSI/SSDI documents, disabling condition documentation from medical professionals, etc., which are required for most permanent housing. This allows those being referred to housing opportunities through CE to save precious time that they would have spent waiting for various providers to respond to inquiries, waiting on copies of lost documents to arrive in the mail, etc.

4) The new CES within our HMIS contains a tool called a “VESTAmator” made up of two parts that work in concert to make automated referral suggestions. 



On the back end, data about each project is recorded – the eligibility criteria, housing type, housing location, number of units and beds, whether it is for families or individuals, etc. On the front end, screened-in clients receive a full CE Vulnerability Assessment which determines their level of vulnerability as well as records membership in subpopulations which may be used to match project eligibility criteria (such as veteran status, youth, HIV/AIDS, SUD, etc.). Applicants also complete a Housing Preference Form, which is used to further refine what housing opportunities they will be matched to – clients can choose up to 2 of our 4 CE Regions in which they’d be willing to live, state which housing types they believe they’d be successful in, they can indicate particular housing barriers they have, and any special housing needs, among other things. The clients’ CE Vulnerability Assessment score will determine which type of project the client will be referred to – the highest scores will be referred to PSH, median scores to medium to high service level RRH, and the lowest will be referred to “light touch” RRH, which is usually ESG-funded. 



When there is a project opening the HMIS will suggest a referral: the most vulnerable client who 1) is eligible for the project at hand and 2) has selected the region the project is located in. If the client to project fit is clear and the client is willing, they will be referred. However, if the client recommendation is not a clear fit the Regional Housing Navigator will have a case conference to determine if the client could be successful in the project, or if another upcoming vacancy would be a better fit. An example of when this would be appropriate is someone who has both AIDS and SUD – while eligible for an opening in a project for HIV/AIDS, a case conference may determine that the client would be better served in a project for those specifically with active Substance Use Disorder.



We believe that these new processes will have a higher rate of success in matching clients to project openings that are appropriate for them and that they have the most chance of remaining permanently housed in, and that the timeline from CES application to move-in will decrease significantly.

The CoC has built in a process to review how successful this new CES process is (at 3 to 6 month intervals). We will closely monitor whether referrals succeed or fail, the reasons for failure, positive outcomes such as remaining in the project or exiting to permanent housing, length of time until move-in, as well as returns to homelessness. We will use the data we gather and analyze to fill any gaps and correct any deficiencies as quickly as possible, keeping an eye on whether there are disparate outcomes for subpopulations, especially unsheltered/formerly unsheltered households.



Component 5 – Identify and Prioritize Households Experiencing or with Histories of Unsheltered Homelessness  



The projects our CoC is creating in response to this Special NOFO are all targeted specifically to those who are unsheltered or those who have a history of being unsheltered as an eligibility requirement, with the only exception being those who meet the definition of Category 4 homeless. 



That, of course, only covers how we know that the resources provided under this initiative will be used for those who are unsheltered; while we strongly believe that quickly sheltering and permanently housing those who are or have been unsheltered will reduce the numbers of those who are unsheltered, we recognize that does not necessarily stem the tide of those falling into unsheltered homelessness each day, month, and year. Data shows that those who experience unsheltered homelessness have usually been homeless for a long time, have their first experience with homelessness at a young age, have greater physical and mental health challenges, and more involvement with the legal system. A large number of unsheltered people in our CoC cycle between emergency shelter and places not meant for human habitation. We believe the innovative designs of the projects being requested can help break that cycle by meeting them where they are at and using a true Housing First model that provides clients with wrap-around services. Our new CES has a CE Screener Tool which automatically refers unsheltered persons with a date of engagement into our CE project for a full Vulnerability assessment. Our new Vulnerability Assessment was created with the guidance of our Coordinated Entry Racial Equity Initiative coaches and  was built to assess for various indicators of vulnerability, including those mentioned above as associated with unsheltered homelessness, all through a racial equity lens.



Our new CES design and integration into HMIS was discussed extensively in Section 4, however, in summation: Our new CES is entirely contained within our HMIS, including the CES Screening Tool, CES Full Vulnerability Assessment, Housing Preferences Form, and client project enrollment history (including Certificate of Homelessness and documentation of chronicity). Our CES matching wizard, built into our HMIS, takes all that information entered into HMIS and the CE project as well as information about projects entered into the back-end (including number of units, beds, household type, eligibility criteria related to subpopulations, geographic location, housing type, etc.) and matches openings to the most vulnerable eligible client. Our CES matching wizard in HMIS can be adjusted to include a new eligibility criterion of “unsheltered,” and since client records are deduplicated across the HMIS, episodes of unsheltered homelessness will be documented right within the system. For those who state that they have experienced unsheltered homelessness, but do not have record of it in our HMIS (for example, they slept in a train station located in a city that borders our CoC and interacted with SO workers from the other CoC), outside documentation can be uploaded to our HMIS. Utilizing our HMIS to make automated referral suggestions based on facts and information provided by the client streamlines the process, reduces the chances of human error, and most importantly, creates an electronic trail of events. Overriding project eligibility criteria to accept clients who have no history of being unsheltered would be flagged in reports focused on the CES as well as ones about the projects themselves.



Street Outreach teams will use VESTA Cards (ID cards that are connected to client records in HMIS, fully explained in Section 4) to quickly and accurately check-in clients they interact with for services and Outreach Events. Having a common “in” with service providers to identify themselves and quickly receive services without having to repeat themselves over and over will increase trust, as will having their homelessness accurately documented (which most know is one of the keys to getting housed). Having the VESTA Card connected to HMIS, which is where the entire CES is located means the ability to access the CES will be with our clients at all times. Of course, anyone who has lost their VESTA Card can get a new one, and clients can easily be looked up in HMIS without a card and have services recorded the “old fashioned way.”



In working through our Community Health Initiative, staff have access to TIGER Connect, which is the HIPAA approved communication methodology, and could potentially be expanded - so that direct referrals for an unsheltered person to our CHI team can occur, and immediate responses can be put in place - there at Discharge from the hospital facility.



Component 6 – Involving Individuals with Lived Experience of Homelessness in Decision Making 

With guidance from our CE Equity Initiative coaches, we began a meaningful and deliberate campaign to engage Persons with lived Expertise and Experience of Homelessness (PLEE) to advise us and help us create a standing PLEE Committee. It was a challenging effort as we opted to provide $20/hour stipends which resulted in losing a very insightful member of the team as it negatively impacted her benefits. We stepped back to identify other ways to build this committee, and with the support of the CoC Community, we now have a PLEE Committee comprised of six individuals. This committee meets on its own as well as in partnership with other committees such as the Working Group to create this Plan. 



This Committee is charged with advising the CoC as it defines new policies, procedures, and processes, as well as what to look for in new projects to ensure they are responsive to the needs of those who experience homelessness. It will meet monthly and participate in other Committee meetings as needed. We are looking to this committee to help steer the focus and objectives of the CoC as we continue to grow and build capacity.



Prior to this, the BoS CoC voted to reserve two seats on the Advisory Board (the CoC’s governing body). One of these if for a youth or young adult (YYA) who is a person with lived expertise and experience, and the other is for an older adult. To ensure the YYA are truly welcomed, treated with respect, and engaged, the Advisory Board took part in an Adultism Training offered by Lauren Leonardis, a HUD consultant. This member has also agreed to be on the PLEE Committee and is a valuable member of both.



In the request for concepts for the Special NOFO funding opportunity, we made it clear that engaging PLEE in program design, project implementation, policy and procedure development, and review of projects was important to every project. This will be the case moving forward with all CoC procurements.  



This year we also began including DEI efforts in ranking and review and the Project Evaluation Committee made the determination that this scoring will increase yearly and to prepare CoC members for this, we will embark on a concerted training effort which is beginning in October 2022.



Component 7 – Supporting Underserved Communities and Supporting Equitable Community Development 

Through the work with the CE Equity Initiative over the past year, and co-occurring work to implement our new HMIS and integrate our CE and HMIS, a number of activities occurred that helped us identify those who are underserved in our CoC, and begin to develop strategies and approaches for serving them.



Among them, are persons of color whom our data and a Stella report revealed are homeless in larger numbers than there are persons of color in those communities. We also realized that within our CoC there are pockets of communities whose residents are majority Spanish-speaking, but they are surrounded by white, English-speaking communities. 



Through mapping exercises, conversations and a survey developed in the Racial Equity Committee, we also identified that there are inherent biases, and lack of education around serving Black, Indigenous, and other Persons of Color (BIPOC) and LGBTQ+ persons, as well as discriminatory actions on the part of landlords.



Outdoor spaces have been identified as a key to providing respite and a place for PLEE to meet and support each other. In communities across the country, creating green spaces, even smaller ones, has provided a needed space for this population where they can enjoy being outside and feel no judgement. 



Underserved communities in the BoS interact very differently from community to community. Where there are service providers, they are more likely to engage and seek assistance, but otherwise, they tend to stay close to the encampments or other areas where they feel safest, surrounded by peers. 



To better serve these populations, the CoC has begun to incorporate equity-sensitive processes, such as inclusion of a DEI question in ranking, planning trainings, engaging someone with Special NOFO Planning funds to reach out into the community to identify organizations that serve these populations to better engage them. 



Conclusion

Over the next three years, the BoS CoC will apply the strategies defined in this Plan while continuing to implement approaches that have already proven successful. The Working Group developed to respond to the HUD Special NOFO will become a standing Unsheltered Homelessness Committee that will work in partnership with the PLEE Committee to review the results of this effort. 

We have experienced the value of having multiple Committees work together on a problem in our CE Equity Initiative, and will have quarterly meetings in which five of our standing Committees, Unsheltered Homelessness, PLEE, Racial Equity, CE, and DV, meet to review specific metrics to measure the progress of the Plan. The CoC Lead and HMIS Lead will work together to develop a CQI process to present to these committees which will be used as a starting point for measuring success. 



Through implementation of this plan, the BoS CoC will leverage $17,995,000 in funding through this NOFO over the course of three years to provide services and housing to approximately 672 individual and family households. 
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
